those nutrients. 
“ High crop yields are possible 
only " h e n all the conditions for 
plant growth are favorable. F e r­ 
tilizer is essential in giving the 
s'-'il nutrients to feed plants. But 
fertilizer m st be teamed with 
other management methods that 
build and maintain soil structure 
and keep the tup soil from wash­ 
ing away.
